Every society, in as 
much as it is an association to promote 
the interests or views of the associates, 
in contradistinction to the good of the 
whole, is a departure from this princi- 
ple of consulting the general good, and 
is substituting its will for the laws of 
the land; and any attempt, thereby to 
control the opinions, or regulate the 
conduct of another, is a violation of the 
principles of our government, and an 
invasion of private right. The laws are 
made for the good of the whole. Un- 
der the Jaw and by the law every man 
knows his obligations, rights and du- 
ties; and is amenable, according to law, 
for any violation of his obligations or 
duties; but he is amenable to the law, 
and not to the will or opinion of any 
man or body of men. The law appoints 
its own executor, and no other individ- 
val has a right to interfere with the ad- 
ministration of the laws. If he does, 
he is an usurper, or an officious inter- 
meddler, obtruding himself into offices 
or duties, which the Jaw has not intrust- 
ed to his judgment, his talents, or his 
integrity. his officiousnes also inter- 
feres with the responsibility which the 
law imposes upon its authorized agents. 
All a good citizen is bound, or is au- 
thorized to do, therefore, is to support 
the laws of the land, according to the 
legal mode of supporting them. But it 
will be said, that we have innumerable 
societies, churches, bible “societies, 
tract and missionary societies, charity 
societies, which have done much good;

TRUE EXPLANATION. 

The notice calling the convention is 
dated July 31, and was first published, 
with the proscriptive mandate, on Sat- 
urday the 3d of August. The publica- 
tion of it was continued until Wednes- 
day the 7th, when it was omitted. On 
Tuesday the 13th, the ‘‘State Commit- 
tee” came out with their disclainer. 
Ten days elapsed before the disclaimer 
appeared!

Municipal Court. 
Indictment of Ebenezer Clough, and Sus- 
pension of Joseph W. Barnes 

On Wednesday, the Grand Jury, 
who had been in session since Monday, 
made their monthly return for August. 
They delivered to the Court thirty-one 
andictments, among which was one a- 
gainst Mr. Ebenezer Clough, pretty 
‘well known in this city, formerly for 
his zeal in politics, and more recently 
for his zeal in antimasonry. The com- 
plaint againt him was for an unlawful 
‘attempt to influence the verdict of the 
jury, in the case of Commonwealth rs. 
Moore & Sevey, for an alleged libel on 
Samuel D. Greene, and’ to prejudice 
the jurors against the defendants, by 
placing in the hands of Nathaniel Froth- 
ingham, one of the jurors in said case, 
an antimasonic pamphlet, or tract, con- 
taining a letter said to have been written 
by the late Samuel Dexter, and addres- 
sed to the Grand Master of the Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts, and sundry 
other antimasonic documents and com- 
ments. He was arraigned on Thurs- 
day morning, plead Not Guilty, and 
ordered to recognize in the sum of two 
hundred dollars, for his appearance at 
the next term ofthe Municipal Court, 
for trial. 

The Advocate says, Mr. Clough is 
indicted for the crime of embracery. 
It is not exactly so. Had the juror 
been offered a bribe and accepted it, he 
would then have become particeps crim- 
inis, andthe individual offering the 
bribe might have been indicted for em- 
bracery,and both would have been sub- 
jected to punishment. In order to make 
out the charge of embracery, you must 
first prove a willingness on the part of 
the juror to be embraced. In the pres- 
ent case, a pamphlet was put into the 
hands of the juror with the request that 
he would read it and lend it to his fellow— 
request, but retained the pamphlet as 
evidence ofthe attempt fo tamper with, 
and unlawfully influence the jury; and he 
used it as such, immediately on the 
assembling of the Grand Jury. Mr. 
Hallett must try another string—this 
will not answer.

It is cal- 
culated to bring all judicial proceedings 
into contempt. If a juror is permitted 
to deny his own verdict, or te go out 
and state to the public that he did not 
agree, where will the thing end? He 
objects to Barnes, because he has pub- 
licly, under his own name, certified 
contrary to his verdict. If he is incom- 
petent or does not know his own mind, 
he is not a proper person to sit upon a 
jury. He will bring the Court into 
contempt. Objects to him on this 
ground, as not being a fit juryman. 

Hallett. Mr. Barnes has not said he 
did not agree to the verdict; but that he 
agreed on his doubts, and expected the 
Foreman would explain his doubts to the 
Court:he afterwards intended to dissent; 
and state the circumstances on which he 
did agree! 

Parker—Has seen in the public pa- 
pers a statement purporting to be signed 
by. Barnes, saying that he did not agree. 
This state of things could not be sub- 
mitied to. 

Judge.—After the verdict of the jury 
has been rendered, the jurors have noth- 
ing further to do with it. They have 
no right to agitate it before the public. 
If there be any errors, the Court is the 
only competent body to correct them. 
After the verdict has been rendered, 
affidavits or objections thrown before the 
public, can do no good, but may do great 
mischief, in unsettling the public mind. 
Without giving any definite opinion as 
to the merits of the case, he yields to 
the motion of the Commonwealth’s At- 
torney. The juror must be suspended. 

Hallett. | Thought that by law a ju- 
ror could not be deprived of his right 
to sit upon a jury, unless upon a chal- 
lenge for favor or prejudice, or on com- 
plaint of having committed some offence;

ent circumstances, his Honor has a 
legal right to suspend the juror.
